Thoro are at least six porsous, pos- 
sibly more, in Now York Oily engaged 
in the purchase of guperiiuous weddiug 
preaentB, three of whom deal exclusive- 
ly in ft certain class of articles. One of 
theso dealers, interviewed by a roportei , 
carries on businebs in the Bowery, 
wherebe has a large store ostensibly for 
the sale of unredeemed pledges, but 
his most lucrative business is iu the 
purchase and sale of wedding presents 
that are only so uuoli old lumber to 
the owuera. "Wheu asked how he con-

Mr. COWAN'S ADDRESS. 

It is already known that Mr. Dnvio's 
opponent at Cariboo is Mr. Goorgo Cow- 
an. In response to a requisition that gen- 
tleman liQS issued an aiUlrcsa in -n hich lie 
promiHes to udvocato tlio repeal of the 
road-tolls; the piircliaso by tlio Govern- 
ment of the Forks of Quesuol ferry- char- 
ter; the oontinuation of the line of wagon 
road so as to avoid Carpenter's Mountain ; 
the early eonsteuotion of the PaoifLo Rail- 
way; and retrenchment and economy in 
the administration of the Government. 
With respect to the fulfilment of liis lirst 
promise, viz.; the repeal of Uio roaJ-tolls, 
Mr. Cowan fails to explain by what moaus 
ho expects to overcome tlio largo majority 
in the House that is sternly sot against 
the repeal. Eefen iiig to the Journals vre 
ohsorxo thak all ihc members of Mr. Wal- 
Jcffin's Mlnislri/ voted to impose the toll. Sup- 
pose Mr. Walkem were asked to form a 
Ministry— which he cannot be till after 
the next general election, some two j-eara 
henoe — who should bo oallecl into his 
Cabinet T Of the five members wlio vot- 
ed against the road-tolla tliroo represent- 
ed Cariboo, and all wore from tiio Main- 
land. Is it likely that Mr. Walkem would 
retain the conlidouoo of the Houoe if he 
were to ciiU in all Maiulandors, two of 
whom must necessarily bo his own ool- 
leagaes? A Ministry formed of such 
material would not stand an hour; 
and Mr. Walkem must, therefore, take 
into his confidence at least two members 
who would not consent to lift the tolls. 
In ndvocutiug the repeal Mr. Cuwnn 
should bo prepared to siib'goRt Bouie ti\x 
in unotbor form to take its place. At tlio 
present time— through the exertions of 
Mr. Davie— there is no tax on mining 
property, nor is there a toll on the noces- 
aaries of life such as llour, beans, meat 
of all descriptions, etc. The repeal of the 
toll would create a large deficit in the ro- 
vanue. The wagon-road must he kept 
in a state of good repair or goods 
at the mines will touch famine 
prices. How shall the deficit be met? 
Shall a tax be plaoed-on mining property? 
or shall the tax on real and personal pro- 
perty be doubled to maintain the road? It 
must bo clear to Mr. Cowan, if he has 
thought upon the matter at all, that he 
must provide some means for maintainii)g 
the revenue. Ho would probably point 
to the last clause of his iiddi-oas and say 
thst ho would meet thodulicit by retrench- 
ment. But the country's osporiencu with 
Mr. Walkem convinced it luug ago that if 
•odnomic^ Government is desired he is 
not the man to effect it. Take the expenses 
of his trip toCariboo in 1873-someS2,200 
as ft spociinon of how money was thrown 
about in those days, and the enormous 
debt which he left Mr, Elliott to provido 
for, and then toll the electors wliothor ho 
thinks the gentleman under whoso bau 
ner he has ranged himself can be trusted 
to bring about retrenchment. If, we say, 
Mr. Cowan considers the toll inoquitallo 
ho must suggest another tax in its place, 
08 the candlu will burn at both ends. If 
the Quesiiel Forks bridge toll is an injus 
tice, wo shall join with Mr. Cowan in rc 
commending the purchase of the rights 
of the holder. No tax that is unjust 
should or will be aufleied to remain a 
moment longer than is nocessory for its 
repeal. With respect to Nelson Creek 
trail and the alteration of the line of 
wagonroad these are matters upon whieli 
Mr. Davie is doubtless prpp:U'ei.l to go as 
fur as Mr. Cowan. As a member of tho 
Cabinet ho will surely bo in a more favor- 
able poaition to advauco tho interests of 
the district than a private member, and 
wo shall be much surprised if a vast ma- 
jority of theelectora, on mature reflection, 
do not arrive at that conclusion. On the 
question of Pacific Knihviiy Mr. Davio is 
quite aa pronouiicetl as Mr. Cowan. Every 
vote that ho has given in the House, finil 
every speech ho has made on the Railway, 
lia.s manifested an earnest desire on Mr. 
Davio's part to keei> Canada to her bar- 
gain with this Province. Now, tho only 
reason stated by his Victoria critic why 
Mr. Davie should not bo returned is ig- 
nored by Mr. Cowan, who is evidently 
not of opinion that Mr. Davie, in refus- 
ing to injure his district by following the 
broken political fortunes of Mr. Walkem, 
has committed tho Unpardonable Sin. 
Mr. Cowan proposes to regard tho ad- 
vancement of his disti'iet as tho para- 
mount consideration. Jlo does not ro- 
Ijroach Jlr.Davio wiih "doubh.'ile.iling" or 
"troaeliuiy ." In fact,lio has no grievance 
against Mr. Davie, and as wo iiiivo jiointej 
out tho uttor hopelessness of his advocacy 
of a repeal of the road-tolls so long as 
'Mr. Walkem's lata Ministerial colleagues 
favor their imposition, it would bo a 
{;racefiil act on the part of Mr. Cowan to 
doclino to bo made a cntspaw by Mr. Wal- 
kem, who is not now and cannot bo for 
some tiiiu! at lea.st in a jiositiou to niateii- 
ally ttdviince tho intorosts of his district, 
and retire from a contest which there 
is every reason to believe will 
result in his discomfiture. Suppose Mr. 
Davie were defeated, tho Mini.itry would 
still have a working majority, and Cariboo 
■w ould slaiul befiiro till! ctjuntry as a dis- 
trict that had njfnHccl to bo reiirescnted in 
the Cabiiii-t. Th;it in thuenly signiliciinee 
or efioot the defeat of Mr. Davio would 

have. 



' Britisli Columbia and the Bailway. 

« (UontreklAerald.) 

'The'question of the Pacific Railway 
very naturally forms a thomoou which 
tb'e press of onr PncKic Provinco do- 
light to discourse. Aa in other Pro- 
vinces, there is a division of opinion 
in regard to it. There it is true, nil 
are clamouring for the railway; but 
where their ojoinions dilTer isas to tho 
means and tho time as to which they 
may best hope to obtain it. From our 
recent fyles we notice that wx-Premier 
Walkem is being exhibited in by no 
means the most favourable light. For 
while ho was persistontly urj^nnfj^ upon 
the Columbians to "liiglit Maekouzio," 
at the Hiuuo time bo was almost humb- 
ly requesting Mr. IMiickeiizio lo uinko 
an udvanco of tho Escpiinialt-Nanaimo 
coinpeuHation money, iu order to push 
oil corlain public worlis which the de- 
pleted coiiilil iou of tlio Treasury v/ould 
not otherwise allow liiiu to prosecute. 

The "British Colonist" suys of Mr. 
Walkem in connection with these 
matters, that Uriah Hoep 'yvne never 
more unctuous than was tho British 
Columbia govoruiiient iu the IMiiuito 
of tho 2'2ud Juno, 1S75, Indood "at 
the very date that tho bitterest ami 
most warlike despatches were passing 
between Canada and British Oolumbia 
on tho subject of tho railway, tho fi- 
nancial despatches sent from Victoria 
to Ottawa wore of a character to 
impress Canada with tho stupidity and 
inconsistency of our rulers, who, in 
borrowing from the common enemy, 
were actually putting their haiuls in 
the lion's mouth," Tho British Col- 
umbian Govornnienl are, by tho paper 
of wliiuh wo speak, likcuod lo tho beg- 
ging-letter writers of whom Charles 
Dickens speaks, and to thfiti, we are 
informed, "the responsibility for tho 
present fmnncial condition of tho 
country attaches. They are ulono to 
blamo, and no rcasouablo mau can 
read tho Minutes of Council witliout 
udmilUug such to bo thetmso." Tlioy 
aro said to havo hud, at, tho tim'o 
spoken of, two faces turned fdtornate- 
ly Canada wards. "The ono face ex- 
pressed suspicion, hatred iiiid lio.stility; 
tho other beamed with obsequiousness. 
Christian humility and meekness. The 
one demanded of Canada 'a Railway 
or your national existence.' Tho other 
humbly insinuated that times being

ity of the party of which Mr. Walkem 
is one of the deputy-leaders.

Spring Assizes. 

'('Bttoti Hr. Jiuitlco Qray.] 



Monday, Juno 4. 

The following prisoners camo up for 
sentence: 

Ohnrles Walker, for altoiiipting to es- 
cape from the chiiin giing, was sontoncoJ 
to throe month.s' impiisonmont with hard 
labor, in addition to his present punish- 
ment, 

■William Roberts (one of the San Fran- 
cisco contingent) imlicted for cutting and 
wounding Captain Gannon, was sontoncod 
to six moutbs' iniprisuument witli bard 
labor. 

His Lordship in passing this sontcnoo 
commented on the soriousuoss of tho of- 
fence of whioh bo bad been iudictud, and 
which for some reason or other the jurj 
bad acquited him of, only iiudiug him 
guiltj of a common assault. His Lord- 
ship also told tho prisoner that neither ho 
nor his coia])nnion wore desirable resi- 
dents in this coninniiiity, .'uid lio could not 
too strongly a.lviso him, at tho expiration 
of hia term of impririoument, to lind some 
country whore tho lasvs were not quite so 
stringent and tho police not as vigilant 
and eonsoientioua as hero. 

His Lordship in ptibsiug Honloiico on 
Alexander Iloggaa, convicted of obstruct- 
ing tho .sheritl', t^nid that the oll'eiico was 
one of a ino:5t sonoiis ehuractei-, only 
seooud to that iJ taking life itself. It is 
the duty of evoryono to assist in preserv- 
ing order; he (Hoggau) had, on tho other 
Land, resisted the peaoo officer, namely, 
the sheriff. This might have lead to a 
riot and bloodshed, which ho felt sure no 
one would have regretted more than the 
prisoner himself. There hud been some 
cause to annoy him, of course, on account 
of having a sick child;buthe should have 
done as his counsel advised and left tho 
,li0n8Qi quietly; he could then have appeal 
ed to the law and had his case been prov- 
en claimed very heavy damages. luBtoiid 
of this, howev{'r, ho took the law into his 
own hands and determined that tho Court 
was wrong. His counsel liad askod that 
the i)UuislinKint niiglit by a lino. His 
Lordship said the law would not allow 
thia^^tw^Pi^esent case; bat as the jury in 
cotivicCfng the prisoner had so strongly 
rocommendod him tonnu'cyho '.vould givo 
tho lowest piiiiishnienl. he could possibly 
give with ccjiiity. Tl.c! law put (Iks puiiish- 
mont at two years' impi isonmeiil with or 
without hard jabor. The jury bud tiiought 
right to ac(iuit tlie other four miners. Ho, 
(Judge Grity) however, thought they 
wore 08 culpable, if not more so, than tho 
prisoner himself. Tho jury had given 
them the benefit of conflicting evidonei!; 
but thoConrt thought that all tho prisoners 
should havo borne an ecpial pnnishinent. 
They had looked on and libettedtho whole 
proceedings, calling out to tho prisoner 
to pour boiling water on tho oflicers, to 
blow tbum u^J with gunpowder, &c. Uo 
trusted tbut the punishment he would ad- 
minister would beawarniogtoothers and 
prevent any violation of tho law in future. 
The sentenco ho would pass was four 
months' imprisonment without hard labor. 
The C'anudian liiw, iiowever, was so hu- 
muuo as to give a man an opportunity of 
ehortening his term by gooil behaviour. 

Mr, Musou, who api)oared for tho 
Crown, asked that tho imlictments fonnd 
by the Grand Jury against Messrs. Good- 
acre & Dooloy, Phelps, Waddoigh &0o ,L'. 
Boynolds and J. Dowaoop be laid over 
till' tho ncji.1 astiizos. 

Hia Lordship felt willing to allow this 
ou condition that the nuisances complain- 
od of wore abated. lu the first case of tho 
hatchers })e believed that they we^p al- 
rppdy trying to abate it; in tho latter case, 
hQW0vei'--that of the ;)ouiidkeoper— ho 
did not thin!: .my uttciii|)t was being made 
to Btop cattle running at largo. Tlio nui- 
sance still existed uud only the other day 
a little chikl was nearly tossed by a tiloo.v. 
Tl^is was a most serious tiling and should 
Hji oi^oe be stopped.

The value of the cargo was threo quar 
ters of a million, consisting of silks, vel- 
vets, laces, etc. Ou Wednesday morning 
May Itith, the day bright, tho atmosphere 
clear, at 9:18 a peculiar iudoscribablo tro 
mor was felt, tho shijj having struck upon 
an unknown danger, cutting her hull the 
length of sixty feet; the water rushed in 
with fearful velocity. The ship was at 
onoe turned towards tho shore, gradually 
sinking. A full head of steum was on 
when she grounded on a sandbank at 10: 
20 a.m., fortunately throe compartments 
not bursting. The captain and hia olli- 
cers were cool, calm and cloar-lioadod. As 
soon as the ship struck orders wero given 
to get the boats ready and tho preservers 
on, as the danger of sinking was most im- 
minent. Soundings between the reef and 
sandbaok showed 5>^, 7%, '20 and 22 fa- 
thoms water and uo bottom. During tho 
fearful inteival while evidently sinking, 
, not a cry was heard from the passengers. 
There was little confusion, but silent and 
anxious waiting, although there wore 137 
passengers, 20 of thorn small children and 
many young men never before at sea. The 
boats started for shore, 30 miles away. 
Not a passenger was allowed a pound of 
baggage of any kind, and ou reaching tho 
shore each boat was overturned and tho 
pasMOUgors thrown in tho surf — a sceiio 
never to bo forgotten. Kind Providence 
preserved every life, oud all wero safe on 
the Mexican shore. Fortunately a stream 
of fresh water was found in a gorge be- 
tween the moantaiiiB, whore with the 1 tars 
for a covering and roots and branches of 
trees for mattresses, all Elopt. Tho cap- 
tain at 01100 sent 0110 of tho officers to Ae- 
capuleo, 80 miles distant, but fortunately 
the boat fell in with the gunboat Mexiec;, 
and although" under orders to get provi- 
sions for a besieged city, tho iuhabitauta 
starving for food, the captain at once 
steamed oil' the relief of tho shipwrebked 
passenger*. Thoy were all taken off safe- 
ly, crowding tho deck of the gunboat and 
next day transferred to tho Pacific Mail 
steamer Costa Rica. The officers and 
crow of tho U. S. ships Lackawanna and 
Ponsacola acted most nobly, supplying 
the passengers with clothing from their 
private wardrobes, tbe U.S. ships taking 
up 8ubaorii)tion8 to a large amount for 
distribution among tho women and chil- 
dren, who wore entirely dostituto. Cant. 
Waddoll and officers behaved splendidly 
— bravo, humane, unselfish. Capt. Wad- 
doll says seven steam pumps lifting 100 
barrels of water per miunto wero abso- 
lutely useless. Tho whole bottom is out 
of the steamer. He hat steamed over the 
spot repeatedly and the only conjecture is 
that thu late earthquake whioh was make 
manifest on tho coast by tidal waves may 
have upheaved a submarine rock. In 
one hour and two minutes the ship was 
under tho waves. She was going ut four 
knots when she struck. Tho captain was 
on tho bridge an hour before tho steamer 
struck and limed everything by his watch. 
Twenty minntes after she Btra'ek the fires 
were out. In that 20 minutes she was 
running in shore under a full head of 
steam and ran 42 minutes making a dis- 
tance of 9 or 10 miles, and there ground- 
ed in 30 feet of water on a sand bottom. 
Tho next morning n foot of the stern Wiitt 
seen out of water with the wheel. Tho 
whole body of the ship was submerged 
and the mizzen mast was gone. Tho bag 
gago of passengers, furniture, etc. jiscon- 
slunlly floating a»horo during tho day. 
Tho money of passengers in tlia pur.ser's 
bands, th« ship's money and all baggage 
ar« totally lost. It was a run for lite. 
From interviews with many passengers I 
find that there is a unanimous sentiment 
of the warmest feeling towards tho com- 
mander and ofTioers. Every miin says om- 
phatioally that the officers could have 
done no more. Thoy did all that men 
oould do.

The G. S. Wright and the Spiritualists.

Mr. Holladay, remarking to his friends 
that that was tho name of the captain of 
the lost atoamer, requested her to go on. 

"lie says," coutiuued the woman, "that 
he wants you to know that tho ateamer was 
not lost through any fault of hia. Sho 
did not run ashore. The boilers blow up 
when in charge of the aHsistanteugineer." 

"Ask," said Holladay, if any of the 
people are alive?" 

. The answer came, "No, thoy are all 
dead ; those who wyre not drowned wore 
killed by Indiana. " 

Somo further details wero given, whioh 
we cannot now call to mind; but the gen- 
tleman who related the incident to us and 
other gentlemen still in town to whom 
the eireutustances wore told, will probably 
remember thoin. The clarivoyaiit's story 
fits that of "Coma." ihe recently discov- 
ered Burvivor, exactly. It was not pub- 
lishoi beforo becauso the writer placed no 
reliance in it, regarding it as a piece of 
spiritoalistic gossip for whioh there was 
no foundation in fact.

The Great Tidal Wave. 

The great tidal wave, previously report- 
ed by telegraph, was felt at the Sandwich 
Islands and along the coasts of Mexico 
and South America on tho 10th ult. , sim- 
nltaueously particulars aro slowly ooniing 
to hand by tho mails. Shipping at Callao, 
Iquiquo yiid other places sullered tovere- 
ly. Much anxiety provail.s as to tho fate 
of Aricii and I(iuique. Tho steamer Santa 
Rosa which lelt Arica on tho evening of 
tho 9th, reports that when a few moments 
under weigh sho experienced a shock of 
earthquake, saw a tidal wave sotting to- 
ward tho shoro. At Arcquipa a strong 
shock was felt, but tho prelect t(degrapha 
that no damage was inflicted on tho cily. 
From tho south uo fuitlier iiiteiligenco is 
yet received. Tho fact that tho cable is 
not working leads some to fear a groat oa- 
lamity may havo befallen southern ports. 
In such a caso at the guano deposits of Pa- 
billion, Dei)ica and Quarillos, whore from 
80 to 100 ships are loading, the catastro- 
phe must have been imiuonso. Fear.s are 
also entertained that Valijarai.io has suf- 
fered. At Acapuloo uo damage was none; 
but it is baliovod that the rock ou which 
tho steamship City of San Francisco 
struck ou the 16th ult. was thrown up by 
tho earthquake whioh accompanied tho 
tidal wave. At Honolulu tho island of 
Hilo sutTerod most severely. A corrc.i- 
poiidont saj's "tho wave caino about 5 o'- 
clock in tho morning, washing up and in- 
to nearly all tho stores in fiont of the; 
town, carrying off a great deal of lumbor 
and all the stone wall of tho Makai wharf. 
The ijerpendicular hight of the wave, 
since ascertained by levelling, was 12 feet 
3 inches above onliiiiuy low waler-iaurk. 
At Waiakea tho damage was frightful. 
Every house williiu a hundred yards of 
tho water wus swept away. The steamboat 
wlinrf and nlorohousc. Spencer's store- 
house, bridgo across tho stream, and all 
dwelling houses, were swept away in an 
instant, and now lie in a mass of ruins far 
inland. Five lives were lost and numbers 
bruised and had limbs broken. Tho body 
of one woman wjis found by boats oil' 
Ilonolaui. Boats of tho Amoricnn whalo 
ship Pacific, Capt. Smithors, lying in tho 
harbor, picked up six people wdio wero 
swimming for their lives in the bay. The 
I'acifio was lying in four fathoms of wa- 
ter, but she was grounded when the sea 
receded, and then wonld bo whirled 
round and round as tho sea came in again. 
PlW expected to see her drug ayboro. Tho 
sea coutinuaJ lo rise and fall all day." 
The volcano of Kilauea ooutiaues active 
and light shocks of oaithquake are fre- 
quent.
